A highlight of the story is that 
huge sums of money forcibly ex- 
tracted from the German people for 
the highly-publicized “Winter Aid” 
actually are diverted for this sub- 
versive work.

“German business firms doing 
business abroad are compelled to 
spend large amounts for direct or 
indirect Nazi propaganda in — 
countries,” the Daily Herald re- 
vealed. 

There are 25,000 regular agents 
and 2,450 Gestapo (secret police) 
agents in foreign countries. Herr 
Eohle's foreign propaganda depart- 
ment receives reports on Nazi ac- 
tivities from 548 branches in 45 dif- 
ferent countries.

Two Headlines 


Tell a Story 


There has been a lot of shouting lately 
from certain quarters of the need for an “in- 
dependent” Congress that will “not permit 
itself to be a rubber stamp.” 

Just what is behind this talk is made clear 
for all time by the latest gentleman to raise 
his voice for a “sensible, unbiased Congress 
that will do its own thinking.” 

The gentleman in question is Henry Ford 
—the most flagrant violator of the laws made 
by Congress itself. The same Ford whose 
strikebreaking “service man,” Jack Mason, 
is now being sought by Detroit police for 
firing 11 shots into a portrait of President 
Roosevelt. 

Ford’s views are contained in an inter- 
view with the New York Herald Tribune yes- 
terday. The headline on the story is “Ford 
Sees Jobs for All, a Good Year Possible.” 

On another page of the very same issue 
of the Tribune is a second headline: “Ford 
Co. Defies Labor Board as It Denies Plea.”’ 

Put the two stories together. Ford, who 
sees “jobs for all” if Congress “does its own 
thinking,” refuses to obey the National Labor 
Relations Board and rehire the 29 workers 
whom he threw out of their jobs because of 
union activity. 

Yes, Ford wants an “independent” Con- 
gress—independent of the New Deal and of 
the wishes of the electorate, and obedient 
to the will of the open-shoppers. The people, 
on the other hand, want a truly independent 
Congress—independent of the pressure from 
the monopolists and money-changers, and re- 
sponsive to the needs of the great majority.

Secession in 


Jersey City 

Mayor Hague, backed by the Chamber of 
Commerce and the banks, yelled over the 
radio to America that he had “turned back 
the Communist invasion of the CIO.” 


This blatant boast that he had wantonly 
trampled on every Constitutional right of 
American labor was the culmination of a 
long series of outrages against the tradi- 
tional form of American government which 
the Hague machine had perpetrated in its 
territory. 

But it was not “Communism” which 
Hague “repelled” the other night. It was 
Americanism and American Constitutional 
liberty which he drove out of Jersey City. 

Hague is the tool of powerful open-shop 
interests, the interests which own the giant 
industries of New Jersey across from New 
York City. 

These interests hate unionism. They hate 
any movement of the American worker for 
decent wages and decent conditions. They 
hate the New Deal and Roosevelt. Through 
the Hague and Democratic political machine, 
corrupt and servile to their wishes, these 
corporations are using methods of truly fas- 
cist violence to stop the workers of Jersey 
from entering the great forward movement 
of American labor. 

Their favorite device, naturally, is the 
“red herring” and bed-time stories about “red 
invasions.” This is the well-worn device of 
the fascist-minded cliques of the country. 

By this device, Hitler rode into power, a 
power which he now uses to torture and jail 
Catholics, Protestants, Jews—in short, every 
one and everything that stands in the way 
of his bloody tyranny. 

Hagueism is a growing form of American 
Hitlerism, and must be resisted as such by 
every American who prizes our democracy. 

The eminent Cardinal Mundelein warned 
the Catholics of America only four days ago 
of the trap of the professional “red baiter’”: 
“Don't let others use the danger of Commu- 
nism as a cloak to cover corrupt practices. 
When they cry against Communism they 
themselves practice social injustice; when 
they fight against a minimum wage, and girls 
and women are trying to live on 10 and 15 
cents an hour.” 

This warning applies to the Hague crowd 
toa T.“ 

In the Jersey City meeting, it was not by 
chance that the “repelling of the red inva- 
sion“ was accompanied by pleas of the speak- 
ers that “business be let alone.” The pol- 
icies of the Liberty League giant corpora- 
tions were the line behind Hague's speech 
and the others. 

Protesting about “violence,” Hague yelled 
for mob violence in his call for “smashing” 
the CIO unions, He himself has already been 
responsible for brutal violence against trade 
unionists in Jersey City streets. Railing 
about the “law,” Hague is spitting on the 
law of the land as embodied in the Bill of 
Rights and the Wagner Labor Act. 

The Hague rally does not represent the 
common, intelligent; hard-working citizens 
of Jersey City who look with shame upon 
this brutal and ignorant politician, who 
tyrannizes over their City. Every trick of 
ballyhoo and pressure, up to and including 
free bus rides, was used to give the surface 
appearance of a spontaneous demonstration. 
Every trick of incitement and circus hysteria 
dragged out to conceal the rape by Hague of 
Americanism and American traditions. ~
